WIIOISFATHERCHINIQUY? 

Father  Cliiniquy  was  l>orn  in  Canada  in  1809,  his  parents  being  natives  of 
Uviebec.  *  *  ♦  "Young  Chiniquv  was,  in  1822,  sent  to  the  college  of  Nieolct 
to  be  ed>icateil  for  the  Romish  priesthood,  lie  wis  ordained  to  the  priesthood  in 
1833,  in  the  calliredal  of  Quel  ec,  and  for  a  time  was  chaplain  of  the  Marine 
Hospital  in  that  city.  Here  it  was  that  he  studied  the  effects  of  alcohol  in  the 
lunnan  system,  and,  becominu:  eonvineed  that  its  use  was  deleterious,  wrote  to 
Father  Mathe\v,  in  Ireland,  i(H;arding  his  temperance  work.  Father  Chiniqu^v 
NO<m  afterward  established  'lie  first  temperance  associate  u  in  the  Roman  Catholic 
Chi'rih  on  this  continent,  and  siilisequently  organized  temperance  societieii  through- 
out ! -ower  Qulicc.  *  *  *  In  1851,  Father  Chiniquv  came  to  Illinois.  He 
broght  witli  him  a  large  number  of  French  Canadians,  and  settled  them  in  Kan- 
kakee County,  this  SUite.  In  1858,  Father  Chiniquy  left  the  Church  of  Rome,  and 
405  of  the  50b  Catholic  families  of  his  tloek  in  St.  Anne  followed  him  in  accepting 
the  gospel  of  Cluist  as  their  only  autliority  on  religion,  renouncing  the  name  of 
Roman  Catliolics  and  calling  themselves  Christian  Catholics.  Soon  after  the  with- 
drawal (if  Father  Chiniqin  from  the  Roman  Church,  litigation  ensued  over  the 
property,  and  tlie  apostate  priest  was  subject  to  mud,  persecution.  'During 
eighlecn  years,'  he  tells  us,  'tliey  kept  me  in  the  hands  of  the  Sheriffs,  a  prisoner, 
under  b,ii'i,  as  a  criminal.  Tliirty-two  times  my  name  has  been  called  liefore  the 
civil  and  criminal  courts  of  Kankakee,  Joliet".  Chicago,  Urbnna,  and  Montreal, 
among  the  names  of  the  vilest  and  n-.ost  criminal  of  men.'  lie  has  been  accused 
of  murder  and  arson,  been  stoned  twenty  times,  and  in  his  travels  in  foreign 
countries  nan-owl v  escaped  asssassination.  For  half  a  century  a  dcAout  and  loyal 
son  of  the  Churcli  of  Rome,  Fntlier  Cliiniquy  is  now  as  fearless  and  determined 
in  bis  denunciation  of  the  methods  and  teaeliings  of  Rome  as  he  was  formerly 
their  earnest  advocate.
